WAGES AND EFFECTS OF DECEASED 
SEAMEN. 


The Account of the Wages and Effects of 
Deceased Seamen—administered by the Board of 
Trade under Sections 179 and 676 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, and Section 1 of the Merchant 
Shipping (Mercantile Marine Fund) Act, 1898— 
for the year ended 5lst March, 1921, has been pre- 
sented to Parliament. 

The balance brought forward from the previous 
year was £72,185 5s. 4d., and the receipts during 
the year, in respect of the wages, etc., of 1,494 
deceased seamen, amounted to £30,388 1s. Od. On 
the other side the sum of £52,017 7s. 6d. was paid 
to relatives and representatives of deceased seamen, 
£2,903 3s. 8d. unclaimed in respect of receipts 
during the year ended 3lst March, 1915, was paid 
to the Exchequer, and a balance of £67,650 15s. 2d. 
was carried forward to the account for the year ended 


Slst March, 1922. 





STAMPING OF BONDS OF ROUMANIAN LOANS, 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded 
the following translation of a notice published in 
the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of 28th March, relative to 
the stamping of bonds of Roumanian loans :— 

From 15th April to 15th June, 1922, all Bonds of 
Interior and Foreign Loans contracted between 1889 
and 1913 inclusive must be presented for stamping 
(estampillage) as also those of the Loan of 250 
million lei at 45 per cent. belonging to Allied Sub- 
jects since 14th August, 1916. As regards the 
latter, however, Bonds bought from 1914 to 1916 
will be submitted to revision by the Central Com- 
mission which will pronounce finally on the question 
of stamping. : 

The press states, adds H.M. Representative, that 
the stamping will take place in Bucharest at the 
Caisse des Depots et Consignations, at the National 
Bank, and at the offices of the Financial Adminis- 
tration, by the agency of Commissions consisting of 
a judge and delegates of the National Bank, Finan- 
cial Administration, and Ministry of Finance. 

Similar Commissions will work in the provinces. 
The Central Commission: referred to above will sit 
at the Ministry of Finance. Its President will be 
the Secretary-General of that Ministry, and the 
members will consist of a Director of the National 
Bank, the Director-General of the Caisse des Depots 
and Consignations, the Director-General of the State 
Accounts Office, and the Director of the Public Debt.

POWER TRANSMISSION FROM NORWAY 
TO DENMARK. 


For some time past there has been under con- 
sideration the question of transmitting electric 
power from Norway to Denmark. A technical com- 
mittee was appointed by the Norwegian Govern- 
ment, while the Danish Government also appointed 
a committee for the purpose of considering the prac- 
ticability of putting a scheme into operation. 

H.M. Legation at Christiania has now forwarded 
an extract from the ‘* Tidens Tegn,’’ in which it ts 
stated that the technical committee appointed to 
consider the project was so far advanced in its work 
that a meeting was to be held at Christiania on 
18th April, when a survey was drawn up for the 
information of the Scandinavian Commission 
appointed to consider the question of power trans- 
mission to Denmark. No information has yet be- 
come available, but it is rumoured that the com- 
mittee would report favourably upon a scheme to 
transmit the power along the west coast of Sweden. 








PROPOSED ROUMANIAN PIPE LINE. 


H.M. Consul at Cluj (Transylvania) reports that 
the Municipality of Cluj is endeavouring to arrange 
for the construction of a pipe line for the supply of 
natural gas from the Kissarmas district (60 kilo- 
metres distant) for domestic, commercial, and in- 
dustrial purposes in Cluj (previously known as Klau- 
senburg, Kolozsvar), and it is probable that tenders 
will shortly be called for. 

It is possible that the extension of the electric 
power station and the introduction of an electric 
tramway system may be combined with this project. 
Full particulars are not yet available, but prelimin- 
ary information may be obtained from the Depart-

In view of the great changes which have taken 
place in the level of prices, the above figures give 
no indication as to the nature and extent of varia- 
tions in the volume of trade. ‘The latter may be 
estimated by revaluing the goods imported and 
exported in the several years on a common basis of 
values, and in accordance with our practice we give 
below the results of such a _ revaluation. The 
common basis which has been adopted is the average 
value of each article shown in the Trade Accounts 
for the first quarter of 1913; and in those cases 
where quantities are not recorded, or where the 
units in which quantities are expressed have been 
modified since 1913, estimates have been made in 
accordance with such information as is available. 
It is, of course, impossible to allow for changes of 
quality which may have occurred between the 
periods, or for the inclusion of new varieties of 
woods under existing classifications; but the re- 
valuation enables us at any rate to compare the 
volume of trade in the periods chosen in a manner 
which excludes the direct effects of price changes. 
The results of the revaluation of the past quarter’s 
trade are shown in the following statement, the 
figures for the corresponding quarter of the two 
years immediately preceding, and of 1913, being 
added for purposes of comparison :—

It will be seen that the volume both of imports 
and exports has been substantially greater than in 
1921, but remains smaller than in 1920 or in 19158. 
In percentages the volume of the import trade is 
nearly 80 per cent. of the volume of imports in the 
first quarter of 1913, 84 per cent. of the volume in 
the first quarter of 1920, and 112 per cent. of the 
volume in the first quarter of 1921. Re-exports 
represent 92 per cent. of the volume in 1913, 84 per 
cent. of the volume in 1920, and 166 per cent. of 
the volume in 1921; while exports of produce and 
manufactures of the United Kingdom represent 67 
per cent., 94 per cent., and 125 per cent. of the 
trade in the first quarters of 1913, 1920, and 1921 
respectively. 

EXTENT OF Price CHANGES. 

By comparing the results of the revaluation as 
civen in the preceding paragraph with the values 
as recorded in the trade returns for each quarter, we 
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are able to trace the average movement of prices in 
the different branches of our foreign trade. The 
following statement shows the average values in 
each quarter as percentages of the values in 1913, 
figures referring to the second, third, and fourth 
quarters of 1920 and 1921 being added to secure 
continuity :—

Average values in all three branches of trade have 
fallen continuously (except for a break in re- 
exports) since the third quarter of 1920, when values 
were at the highest point. On the whole, import 
values have fallen rather more rapidly than export 
values of British goods. The decline in import 
values since the third quarter of 1920 has been over 
48 per cent., but in export values of British goods 
only 42 per cent., notwithstanding that export 
values started from a higher level relatively to pre- 
war values. The comparatively large reduction in 
the average value of imports is even more striking 
when the figures for the first quarter of 1922 are 
compared with those for the last quarter of 1921. 
The relatively low value of re-exports—which are 
now but little higher in average value than in 1913 
—is attributable to the inclusion of a large quantity 
of rubber and also of non-ferrous metals, the value 
of which is considerably less than in 1915. 
MovEMENTS IN DirFERENT SECTIONS OF OUR FOREIGN 

TRADE. 

It will be of interest to compare the changes which 
have taken place in the volume of the principal 
classes of goods imported and exported. The usual 
tables showing particulars for the leading groups 
within these classes will be given in next week’s 
issue of the ‘‘ Journal.’’ The following table 
relates to imports retained in the United Kingdom, 
that is to say, to total imports less re-exports of 
goods of the same class :—

These figures show that while imports of food, 
drink, and tobacco in the past quarter were consider- 
ably larger in volume than a year ago, and some- 
what larger than in the corresponding quarter of 
1913, net imports of raw materials and also of 
manufactured goods were lower than in any of the 
periods for which figures are given above. The 
decline as compared with 1913 is _ substantial, 
amounting to 44 per cent. for raw materials and 34 
per cent. for manufactured goods. No doubt the 
small volume of imports of raw materials and to 
some extent also of manufactured goods is attribut- 
able to the industrial depression, and a revival of 
industry should be accompanied by an expansion 
in the volume of these imports.

It will be seen that, for the first quarter of the 
current year, exports of raw materials and articles 
mainly unmanufactured were more than double the 
volume of a year ago, and are approaching the pre- 
war level. The improvement upon last year is 
mainly accounted for by increased shipments of 
coal. The quantity of manufactured goods exported 
was about 35 per cent. less than in 1913, and 10 per 
cent. less than in 1920, but it is satisfactory to find! 
that it is 17 per cent. more than a year ago. The 
recovery in the export trade compared with a year 
ago has been marked in the iron and steel trader 
the principal textile trades, and a number of of por 
trades.

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NEW ZEALAND. 


PRESENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 


Keonomic developments in New Zealand during 
the year 1921 have been of unusual interest, states 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Wellington (Mr. 
Rk. W. Dalton). The great prosperity which was 
experienced by the Dominion during the war and 
since the Armistice has been followed by a wave of 
depression and money stringency, in part due to 
phenomenally large arrivals of imported goods, 
delivery of which was given during the latter part 
of 1920 and the early part of 1921, and part to the 
heavy decline in prices of New Zealand produce on 
the world’s markets. ‘The necessity for meeting 
heavy payments for imported goods, combined with 
a reduction in the income for exportable produce, 
combined to bring about a very difficult financial 
position, and the fact that a good deal of the pro- 
duce shipped in 1920 and early in 1921 had pre- 
viously been paid for by the Imperial Government 
aggravated the seriousness of this position. 

An examination of the import and export returns 
for the past 12 months is therefore of unusual 
interest. The total imports into the Dominion in 
1921 amounted to £42,942,443, while the total ex- 
ports in the same period were valued at £44,828,827, 
the year’s operations thus showing an apparent 
balance in favour of New Zealand of about 
£2,000,000. The previous year had shown an 
apparent balance against New Zealand of nearly 
£15,000,000. In the six years from 1914 to 1919, 
inclusive, the apparent balance in favour of New 
Zealand had been about £59,000,000, so that for 
the eight years from 1914 to 1921 the apparent 
balance in favour of New Zealand has been no less 
than £46,000,000. At first sight this would indicate 
that New Zealand is in a very satisfactory posi- 
tion as a result of her trading operations of the war 
and post war years, but, unfortunately, the pub- 
lished figures are misleading, and there are other 
considerations to be taken into account before the 
exact position can be estimated. The Customs 
figures are calculated on f.o.b. values, plus 10 per 
cent., and it is well known that since the outbreak 
of war 10 per cent. on f.o.b. value has by no means 
been sufficient to cover the cost of landing goods in 
New Zealand. Consequently some addition to the 
import figures is required to arrive at the actual 
amount of money which has been paid for imported 
goods, and it would probably be within the mark to 
add another 10 per cent. for this purpose. Such an 
addition would reduce the apparent balance in 
favour of New Zealand for the years under review 
from £46,000,000 to about £21,000,000. From 
this balance must be deducted also the amount of 
interest on loans which is payable outside New 
Zealand, and which in the years under review has 
probably been no less than’ £21,000,000. Taking 
Into account certain other minor additions which 
would be necessary, it seems clear that far from 
New Zealand having enjoyed a favourable balance 
such as is indicated by the trade figures which are 
frequently quoted as an indication of satisfactory 
conditions, New Zealand has actually paid out more 
than she has received during the period since 1914 
inclusive. This is borne out by the banking situa- 
tion revealed during the early part of 1921, but a 
realisation of the position would probably even still 
Prove a severe shock to a great majority of people in 

ew Zealand. 

THE Ftoop or Imports 1n 1920-21. 

Under these conditions it is not surprising that 
the flood of imports which began about the middle 
of 1920 should seriously embarrass New Zealand, 
especially as a large part of the exports which were 
eaving the country in that year had been paid for 
some time before, and could not therefore be set off 
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against the incoming imports. The continuance of 
this flood of imports into the year 1921 has to a con- 
siderable extent obscured the real trading position 
for the year, and it would be unwise to judge it from 
a superficial examination of the trade statistics for 
the calendar period; for instance, the imports in the 
first six months of 1921 were nearly two-thirds of 
the total imports for the year, while the imports in 
the last quarter of 1921 amounted to only 
£7,539,568, as compared with £18,416,184 in the 
corresponding quarter in the previous year.

Although the imports in 1921 show a heavy de- 
crease compared with those of 1920, they were very 
much larger than those of any year in the history of 
New Zealand prior to 1920. For the reasons stated 
above, however, they do not give any idea of the 
actual trading position in New Zealand during the 
last year. It is no exaggeration to say that absolute 
stagnation existed in the majority of trades. Except 
in special lines buyers were not at all disposed to 
place new business; even if they had been, money 
on New Zealand account was not available in 
Jiondon for the purpose, and all the banks were 
keeping a very tight rein indeed on general busi- 
ness. For obvious reasons, however, the statistical 
showing of the trading position in New Zealand is 
always at least six months behind the actual posi- 
tion, and it will therefore not be before the figures 
for 1922 are available that it will be possible to see 
a reflection statistically of the position in New 
Zealand during the past year. It is not at all im- 
possible, for instance, that the imports for the 
twelve months ended June next will not exceed 
£30,000,000, even if they reach that amount, which 
is doubtful. 

Ovrer-IMPORTATION IN CERTAIN TRADES. 

In the annual report, which will be submitted in 
the middle of the present year, will be shown the 
position in individual trades, but it may be noted 
that it is readily possible from the statistics now 
available to trace the trades in which over-importa- 
tion in 1920-21 was most serious; outstanding cases 
are most classes of soft goods, corrugated galvanised 
sheets, wire, boots and shoes, preserved fish, confec- 
tionery and cocoa, leather, tea, motor cars and 
tyres, tobacco, and wines and spirits. The imports 
of most of these goods were maintained at a high 
level during the first half of the year, but the de- 
crease in the second half was enormous. Had it 
uot been, too, for heavy Government importations 
of coal, electric plant, and railway materials the 
total imports would have shown a much greater 
decrease than they have. 

The last few weeks have witnessed a quiet im- 
provement in buying, particularly in the soft goods 
trade, in which new buying was almost non-existent 
for many months. The hardware trade was never 
so seriously effected, and for some time now steady 
but quiet buying of most lines except some bulk 
lines has been going on, with a tendency to in- 
crease. This improvement in general buying is due 
partly to the liquidation of stocks and partly to a 
feeling that the bottom of the depression has been 
reached, and conditions are now on the up grade. 
The effect of this improvement will not be seen in 
the statistics for at least six months, and it may be. 
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anticipated that imports for the year 1922 will show 
a large decrease as compared with those of 1921. 
Nevertheless, healthier conditions are undoubtedly 
prevailing. The wholesale houses in_ particular 
have passed through an extraordinarily difficult 
time. Their losses have been much greater than 
those of the retail, and it is not unlikely that all 
the larger profits which they made during the war 
and after have disappeared in the past eighteen 
months. In some outstanding cases firms are in a 
worse position to-day than they were in 19138. 
There have been no disasters, however, amongst the 
old-established firms; those who have disappeared 
have been individuals or firms who were not pre- 
viously in the import business, and who have been 
carried away in a flood of foolish speculation in 
business with which they were previously un- 
acquainted. But there have been surprisingly few 
disasters of any kind, and there is no doubt that the 
experiences of the past year or two will lead to a 
general improvement of business organisations and 
channels. Generally speaking, traders here have 
stood most loyally by their contracts, and in this 
respect have probably excelled most other markets. 
As was said in the last annual report, this speaks 
volumes for their general business rectitude and 
their desire to do the fair thing; it should also in- 
fluence British firms to give them every considera- 
tion in the future.

The details of exports from New Zealand for the 
past year are particularly interesting. The fall in 
values of wool has, of course, been of chief import- 
ance, but the loss in returns from this trade has been 
much more than counterbalanced by a rise in value 
of dairy produce exported. While the exports of wool 
decreased by only about 34 million lb. in quantity, 
the value decreased from nearly £12,000,000 in 
1920 to only £5,221,479; on the other hand, exports 
of butter and cheese showed large increases in value, 
the former from £3,000,000 to over £11,000,000 
and the latter from £6,000,000 to £8,000,000; the 
exports of meat also showed an increase. Under 
these circumstances it may therefore reasonably be 
asked what has brought about the general feeling 
of depression which has undoubtedly existed in New 
Zealand during the past year, and looking at the 
statistics alone, it is difficult to find an answer. 
Wool, of course, has always been the most important 
product of New Zealand, and a fall in prices such as 
was experienced early last year could not help but 
have a very depressing effect on New Zealand as a 
whole. But the supremacy which wool has always 
had is gradually being replaced by a supremacy of 
dairy produce, and there seems no doubt that 
developments in the future will be in the direction 
of making the dairying industry by far the most 
important industry of the Dominion. As has been 
shown, the returns from this trade have been in- 
finitely better in 1921 than in 1920, and have very 
much more than compensated for the loss in the 
returns from wool. It would seem, therefore, that, 
taken as a whole, and looking at the position solely 
from a statistical point of view, there should have 
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been very much less cause for complaint than most 
people imagine. ‘There have, of course, been 
exceptional conditions in the dairy trade which have 
to be allowed for in considering the returns for the 
whole year. ‘The most important of these is the 
fact that the Imperial Government purchased the 
whole supply up to dlst March, 1921, and as the 
price paid was very favourable, large quantities 
were rushed forward to take advantage of the 
opportunity. But this does not by any means 
explain the whole of the large increase for the year, 
for we find that the exports of butter, for instance, 
during the last quarter of 1921 (the first quarter of 
the new season) were no less than £3,033,000, as 
compared with only £709,000 in the corresponding 
period of 1921. 
‘THe Higu Vauturs or LAnp. 

It would not be at all desirable to under-estimate 
the true importance of the set-back which New 
Zealand has had, but one cannot help feeling that 
the extent of the depression has been grossly 
exaggerated, not only abroad, but in the minds of 
New Zealand interests themselves. ‘The key to the 
position is, of course, the phenomenal increase in 
the value of land as a result of war prosperity, the 
difficulty of making these lands pay at lower prices 
for produce, and the existence of heavy mortgages, 
on which interest has to be paid. The last is un- 
doubtedly the greatest difticulty, and the Govern- 
ment has legislated to give relief to farmers to get 
over this difficulty. The necessity for making high- 
priced lands pay at lower prices will unquestionably 
lead to better means of production, and it has been 
by no means proved that under better conditions of 
production and distribution the lands of New 
Zealand, even at the phenomenal prices at which 
they have changed hands, cannot be made to pay in 
normal times. ‘The true deciding factor as to New 
Zealand’s economic position must be the return 
which the Dominion can secure abroad for her pro- 
duce, and it has been shown that, looking at New 
Zealand as a whole, there has been little to complain 
about on this score, even in a year which is said to 
have been one of the worst which New Zealand has 
ever experienced. ‘l'o imagine that New Zealand 
could be “‘ ruined,’’ as some people have suggested, 
is ludicrous. .Even before this depression had 
really hit the Dominion prices for her main pro- 
ducts had begun to rise, and indications now are 
that a very definite and important improvement has 
set in. 

It will take very little improvement in economic 
conditions at home to bring about more important 
improvements in New Zealand, and it should not be 
long before conditions show a very marked change. 
It is not suggested that everything is now plain sail- 
ing. The position, particularly in regard to mort- 
gages, will need very careful attention for some 
time, and this the Government has shown itself 
prepared to give. With this difficulty tided over it 
should be possible for New Zealand gradually to 
adapt itself to the new conditions brought about by 
the war, and either to make lands pay at their new 
values or gradually to reach a proper level. It 1s 
quite evident that the true cause of New Zealand’s 
depression. was, in the first place, over-importation 
against a former apparently favourable balance of 
trade, which in reality was unfavourable, and, 
the second place, the fact that by terms of the 
Imperial Government purchases New Zealand had 
received what may be called its salary for a period 
in advance, and for a time, when values were falling 
heavily, had to carry on with no new income coming 
in. The statistics show that, looking at New 
Zealand as a whole, production and exportation have 
not suffered, and this must surely be the true guide 
to the real position. As a primary producing 


country, and taking into account the world shortage 
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of stock of all kinds, New Zealand must, as world 
conditions improve, recover something at least of 
the prosperity which she experienced during the 
war, and during this period she will be able to get 
breathing space to apply the lessons which the past 
few years have taught. 


OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN MARCH 


SOME INDICATIONS OF RECOVERY. 


The completion of the Returns for the first uar- 

er of the year affords an opportunity of examining 
far any signs of trade improvement may be 
discerned. These may be sought in two directions, 
in the exports of British produce and manufactures 
which register past activities, and in the imports of 
raw materials which foreshadow the industry of the 
future. Comparisons may be made with the figures 
for the several quarters of 1921 to ascertain how 
far recoverv has progressed since the low-water 
ark of the second quarter, when trade was 
paralysed by the coal dispute, and with the parti- 
culars for the first quarters of 1921, 1920, and 19155. 
In the latter comparison it must be borne in mind 
that the first quarter of 1920 was a period when the 
world was still re-equipping itself after the destruc- 
tion caused by the war (though reference to 1915 
shows that the ‘‘ boom ’’ was one of prices rather 
ihan quantities), and that in the first quarter of 1921 
depression had the trading community in its grip.

In 1921 there were imported 3,433,568 tons of coal, 
practically all in the seeend and third quarters. 
British coal exporters have thus recovered 77 per 
cent. of their pre-war export trade and about 89 per 
cent. of their pre-war bunker trade, while the 
exports of coke and manufactured fuel are somewhat 
above the 19153 level. 

lron.—All branches of the iron and steel industry 
were disastrously affected by the coal dispute; all 
blast furnaces had to be shut dow n for several 
weeks, and were then kept out of action until coke 
became cheaper, and all have not yet restarted.

The different branches of the iron and steel indus- 
try are evidently at very different stages of recovery. 
Taking the main group, exports in the first quarter 
of 1921 were at less than half the 1913 level, and 
fell off during the next two quarters. Recovery set 
in in the fourth quarter, and the quantity exported 
in the first quarter of 1922 had risen to more than 65 
per cent. of the quantity exported in the same 
period of 1913, and was practically identical with 
that for the first quarter of 1920. Exports of hard- 
ware and machinery show only very slight signs of 
recovery. In considering, however, the exports of 
machinery, it is worthy of note that values have been 
much better maintained than in the case of raw 
material; comparing the first quarters of 1921 and 
1922 the value per ton of machinery exported has 
fallen by about 8 per cent., whereas the value per ton 
of steel bars exported fell by 54 per cent. Locomotives 
and new ships compare favourably with 1913. Deli- 
veries of new ships, however, are somewhat fortui- 
tous in their occurrence, and the increased exports 
of 1922 indicate rather the completion of orders than 
any briskness of trade. Llovd’s ’’? returns show 
that 2,236,000 e@ross tons of shipping were under 
construction in the United Kingdom at the end of 
March, 1922 (ineluding 617,000 tons on which work 
was suspended), against 2,640,000 tons at the end of 
1921. 


Imports of iron and steel may be viewed either 


as competing with British products or as raw 
rnaterials for more finished industries: in either 


case they contributed largely to the fall of prices 














which has gone on since the winter of 1920.

pig in 1921 from the Continent began to dwindle 
as soon as the prices of British pig iron were reduced 
to a level which gave the higher quality British 
eoods a competitive advantage. The imports of 
foreign steel, which were so conspicuous in 1915, 
have diminished in a much greater degree than the 
falling off in the tinplate trade, for which they 
were chiefly used, which may indicate that our 
manufacturers have overcome this particular. 
menace. Turning now to the imports of iron ore, 1n 
the first quarter of 1921 these were 1,110,678 tons, 
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in the second 173,488 tons, in the third 141,235 
tons, and in the fourth 462,175 tons. In the first 
quarier of 1922 they rose to 640,995 tons, which was 
rather less than half the quantity imported in the 
same period of 1920, and a little over 31 per cent. of 
the imports of the first quarter of 1915. There 1s 
admittedly a heavy amount of leeway to make up, 
but, taking the exports of iron and steel manufac- 
tures into account, a satisfactory progress towards 
recovery is recorded in the past six months, and if 
« solution is found of the present troubles and 
nothing further untoward intervenes, the prospects 
appear to be that that recovery should continue at a 
moderately increasing rate. 

Teatiles.—The textile groups of exports accounted 
in 1913 for a little more than 34 per cent. of the 
total value of British exports, and in 1921 they 
were slightly more than 36 per cent., despite the 
depressed condition of the cotton trade and the 
hampering of the linen trade by the loss of a great 
part of the Russian flax. The two following tables 
give a view of the leading kinds of goods exported

Only the exports of mixed silk piece-goods and 
cordage were less in the first quarter of 1922 than 
in the first quarter of 1921. All the other groups 
show considerable recoveries from the low point of 
the second quarter of last year. The recovery in 
cotton exports, however, has been spasmodic rather 
than regular, and manufacturers complain of un- 
satisfactory prices. The recovery in the exports of 
cotton varns is much more marked than in the case 


of woven goods, the former being now only about 
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G per cent., but the latter (after a rough conversion 
of lineal into square yards is made) probably about 
55 per cent. behind the exports in the first quarter of 
1Yi5. 

‘ihe progress in the export department of the 
wool industry is satisfactory, and, broadly speaking, 
exports of manufactures of wool appear to be much 
of the same magnitude as before the war. The silk 
export trade cannot be reckoned at more than half 
its pre-war size, and is suffering from the inabilit 
of consumers to indulge in luxuries. Nevertheless, 
there has been a progressive recovery, which has 
been more marked in pure silk goods than in mixed, 
Nothing favourable can be said about exports of 
cordage, and of linen and jute the best is that they 
are not so bad as they have been. 


Outside silk goods British manufacturers have 
been able to meet foreign competition in textiles, 
and to-day this competition is less serious than 
before the war. Comparing net imports for first 
quarters we get :—

Reckoning from the approximate time when the 
new season’s cotton crop would begin to arrive, that 
is, taking the seven months ended 31st March, 1922, 
the quantity of imported cotton retained in the 
United Kingdom was about 7,485,000 centals, com- 
pared with about 6,952,000 centals in the corre- 
sponding period of 1920-21, an increase of over (2 
per cent. Considering that the retained imports 1m 
the same seven months of 1913-14 were about 
17,041,000 centals, it is plain that we can only 
indulge in a very modified optimism as regards an 
immediate revival of any magnitude in the cotton 
trade. The other minor textiles are still very far 
behind the 1913 records, but that year, it should be 
remembered, was the top of a large boom.

AUSTRALIAN ASSOCIATION OF BRITISH 
MANUFACTURERS AND THEIR REPRE- 
SENTATIVES. 

At the eleventh annual meeting of the members 
of the above Association the retiring President, im 
moving the adoption of the annual report, stated 
that a great deal of personal attention had been 
given by members to the passage of the new Tariff 
through the Federal Parliament. The measure of 
preference granted to the United Kingdom was 
something for which the Association could take 
credit and that the Council had impressed upon the 
Minister of Customs the necessity for the appoint- 
ment to the Tarntf Board of a man who was 
thoroughly in sympathy with British manufac- 
turers. It was understood that Australian manufac- 
turers would be represented on the Board, and it 
was considered that there should also be a repre- 
sentative of British manufacturers. The question 
of the Dominions receiving preferential treatment 
under the Tariff was an intricate matter. The retir- 
ing President pointed out that at the present time 
American capital was being poured into Canada for 
the establishment of manufactures. By that means 
American manufacturers were seeking to overcome 
the difficulty of the Canadian Tariff. In view of 
that fact, if the rate of preference accorded to the 
United Kingdom were also granted to Canada, the 
result would be that the benefit of the preference 
would be largely reaped by American capitalhsts. 
The import trade from the United Kingdom has 
shown a great revival and is now practically up to 

the pre-war level. 

The meeting terminated with an _ interesting 
address by H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in 
Australia (Mr. S. W. B. McGregor) relating to the 
four years he had spent in Australia, and general 
matters concerning the present position and future 
prospects of United Kingdom trade with Australia. 
He stated that Australia to-day is the United 
Kinedom’s second best customer, India occupying 
the premier position. Before the war Australia held 
the fourth position, with India, Germany, and the 
United States preceding her in that order. 

According to the Annual Report the financial 
position of the Association is highly satisfactory. 
The membership now stands at 769, being composed 
of 465 British manufacturers and 304 representa- 
tives of British manufacturers. 


The London representative of the Association is 
Mr. H. R. Summers, 32, Victoria Street, London, 
S.W.1, who is prepared to furnish information 
regarding the work of the Association to United 
Kingdom firms interested in trade with Australia. 





BRITISH MALAYA RUBBER EXPORTS IN 
MARCH. 


An official eablegram from Singapore reports that 
the exports of rubber from British Malaya in the 
month of March amounted to 45,241,800 lb. (19,304 
tons), as compared with 44,874,200 Ib. (20,033 tons) 
in February, and 42,474,800 lb. (18,962 tons) in 
January. Transhipments in March amounted to 
0,135,600 Ib. (2,293 tons). 
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SPONGE FISHERIES IN BRITISH HONDURAS. 

The Government of British Honduras is prepared 
to consider applications from British subjects 
desirous of acquiring concessions for 21 years for 
the purpose of cultivating artificial sponge in the 
Colony’s waters. It is contemplated that any such 
concession should not exceed one square mile in 
area, that the rent should be nominal, and that 
there should be a royalty or an export duty of 23 
per cent. ad valorem on the sponge exported during 
the first ten years, and thereafter 5 per cent. 
Sponge has not hitherto been cultivated in the 
Colony. 





EXPORT OF CAPITAL FROM FRANCE. 
The ** Journal Officiel ’’ of Ist April contained the 
text of a Law regulating the export of capital from, 
and the import of securities into, France. 





THE BORCEA BRIDGE, ROUMANIA. 

The new Borcea Bridge, it is reported, has been 
handed over to the Roumanian State Railways 
Authorities by the builders, the Resitza Iron and 
Steel Works, after having successfully stood the 
technical tests specified in the contract. 

The tests have been carried out under the most 
severe conditions likely to occur, i.e., a Convoy com- 
posed of two locomotives of the ** Consolidation 
tvpe, weighing 140 tons each (including the tender), 
anda number of 4-axle wagons and trucks weighing 
46 tonseach. The results were entirely satisfactory, 
the deformations under the maximum weight falling 
below those estimated by calculation. Further tests 
with the same train running at 50 kilometres per 
hour have aiso proved satisfactory. 

All restrictions in regard to traffic over the bridge 
will, it is stated, be shortly removed, when, it is 
expected, all additions of a minor importance to the 
structure will be completed. 





PROSPECTS OF INCREASED TAXATION IN 
GREECE. 


H.M. Minister at Athens states that there 
appears to be good ground for belief that the Greek 
(rovernment are to bring in many Bills with the 
object of imereasine taxation and thus gaining 
revenue. In this connection it is stated that an 
internal loan will be decided upon; that a tax of 
25 per cent. will be imposed on the net profits of all 
limited companies; that various classes in the 
Customs Tariff will be revised and the dues aug- 
mented; that postal and telegraph rates will be 
increased, and that a heavy tax will be imposed on 
the sale of all so-called luxury articles, especially 
motor cars, ete. 

According to the local press, these new measures 
for increasing the revenue are estimated to bring 
into the State coffers an increase of some 375,000,000 
of drachmas per year.

H.M. Char@é d’ Affaires at Asecuncion has for- 
warded a copy of a Decree No. 14526 of 7th January, 
the enforcement of which has been postponed until 
Ist May. This Decree will regulate the manner of 
preparing Consular invoices and General Manifests 
of cargoes for Paraguay.

Exhibitions and Fairs. 


RIGA INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION 
AND SAMPLE FAIR. 

With a view to the further development and 
stabilisation of Latvian trade, the Second Inter. 
national Agricultural and Industrial Exhibition 
and Sample Fair is to be held in Riga from 11th to 
“5th June next. Most satisfactory results were 
reached as a result of last year’s Exhibition, and 
thanks to more favourable conditions obtaining this 
year, the enterprise has every prospect of turning 
out a success. It is again being held under the 
auspices of the Latvian Government and supported 
by representatives of Foreign Powers, states the 
juatvian Consulate-General in London. 

The Exhibition site is being considerably en- 
larged, and a great number of last vear’s exhibitors 
are again participating and are booking: additional 
space. ‘Twenty different countries were represented 
last year, and to judge from the lively interest which 
is already being manifested, this number is certain 
{a be exceeded this summer. The Russian (overn- 
ment left its spacious pavilion intact after the last 
Exhibition, and the various Russian trade organisa- 
tions and societies are negotiating with a view to 
having a special section built for them. The 
number of Latvian exhibitors will probably be far 
in excess of the last Exhibition, and they will be 
mainly represented by various branches of industry, 
agriculture, apiculture, dairy and farm produce, 
fishing, glass, paper, and textile industries, cattle 
rearing, gardening, and the construction of country 
houses. The Latvian Government has promised its 
support in respect to granting facilities to both 
exhibitors and buyers. Visitors from abroad will be 
eranted visas at reduced fees and the Customs for- 
malities will be considerably curtailed for the 
benefit of such visitors. All articles and commodi- 
ties imported into Latvia, intended as exhibits, will 
be permitted to pass into the country without a 
special licence and duty free, the latter becoming 
payable only in the event of such exhibits being 
sold. A new, and much reduced, Customs Tartit is 
shortly to become operative, and will be published 
some time before the opening of the Exhibition, to 
facilitate foreign exhibitors in their calculations in 
respect of commodities, manufactures, ete., they 
intend exhibiting. Exhibitors arriving in Riga by 
rail or boat will be accommodated in the Exhibition 
Buildings until the opening day, and their exhibits 
during that period will be stored free of charge. 








CHILEAN NATIONAL INDUSTRIES 
EXHIBITION. 

An Exhibition of National Industries will be in- 
augurated in the Exhibition Grounds at the Quinta 
Normal, Santiago, on 16th September, under the 
auspices of the ‘‘ Sociedad de Fomento Fabril ” 
(Society for the Development of National Indus- 
tries). | 

The Exhibition will remain open to the public 
for a period of two months. 

Sales may be made during the Exhibition and the 
eoods withdrawn and replaced. <A fixed charge will 
be made for show case or floor space, and a commis- 
sion of 8 per cent. to 10 per cent. on any sales 
effected. 

Exhibitors of machinery will be permitted to show 
samples of foreign manufacture, which will remain 
out of competition. 

Should any British firms desire to exhibit indus- 
trial or other machinery, they should communicate 
at once with their local agents, instructing them to 
make the necessary arrangements for the engage 
ment of show cases and/or floor space in the open 
or in the Exhibition Buildings, as may be desired. 
There is little doubt that American machinery 
manufacturers and others will be well represented.

ITALY. 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENTS IN 1921. 


In his recent Report on the Commercial, Industrial, and 
iMeonomic Situation of Italy (H.M. Stationery Office, price 
ls. 9d. net), the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at 
Rome states that the paper industry has made censiderable 
progress during the year under review, but is menaced by 
foreign competition, especially from Germany, Austria, and 
Czecho-Slovakia. An enquiry recently instituted by the 
National Association of Papermakers in Italy showed that 
most of the factories were working short time, and that 
large stocks had accumulated. The causes of the crisis 
were considered to be congestion of the market, foreign 
imports, and the excessive cost of labour. The factories 











most affected were those manufacturing higher-grade 
papers. Since the date of this Report the effect of the new 


Tariff has begun to be felt and has given a stimulus to the 
sale of home manutactures. 
GLASS AND Portrery INbuSTRY. 

The elass and pottery industries are being seriousiy 
threatened by foreign competition, especially from coun- 
tries with a depreciated currency, such as Germany and 
Austria. The position is made worse by the fact that 
[taly has to import the raw materials—at least for the finer 
quiulities of glass and pottery. 

Position OF THE CHEMICAL INDUSTRY. 

The chemical industry received an enormous impetus 
during the war, and the amount invested in chemical com- 
panies during 1919 and 1920 was nearly twice as much as 
the whole amount invested in the preceding six years. The 
works manufacturing sulphuric acid and substances derived 
from it have been obliged to reduce their output con- 
siderably now that the war demand has abated. They have 
utilised the opportunity to renovate their plant, and this 
special branch is again enjoying normal conditions, sincé 
they have re-organised on a peace footing so as to avoid 
the danger of over-production. 

The aniline dyes industry, however, which started during 
the war, cannot get away from German competition, and tt 
is prominent in its demand for a protective Tariff. 

The fertilisers industry has also made marked progress, 
and Italy is now in a position to supply her own require 
nents of phosphates by home manufacturers. 

Ammonia salts are still imported, but schemes are being 
made for the manufacture of synthetic ammonia by the 
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Casale process, which it is hoped will in the near future 
render Italy independent of foreign supplies. 

There has been an increased demand for Italian citric 
acid, tartaric acid, and cream of tartar, and the exports 
of these commodities are growing in importance. 

24w Marreriars ror Meta Inpvustrirs. 

The principal difficulty which has arisen in the metal 
industries, particularly with regard to the manufacture of 
east iron, is the necessity of importing raw materials, 
especially coal. At present most of the furnaces are closed 
down, but there is a possibility that some of them may be 
re-opened at an early date. A somewhat similar position 
arises In connection with the manufacture of steel. Tlie 
number of steel works in Italy has notably increased during 
the last five years, and it is stated on official authority that 
the output would be sufficient to mect the normal consump- 
iion. Imports, which even before the war were reduced to 
comparatively small dimensions, could now be limited to 
ingots of special sizes and quality. At the present time the 
high cost of raw materials, especially coal, and the difficul- 
ties of transport, have induced steel manufacturers to limit 
the production of ingots and to concentrate on the rolling 
mills and forges, where coal can be replaced by electric 
energy. Some other branches are, however, busy, and 
mention should be made of tinplates. 

Moror Cars. 


The motor car industry has passed through a severe crisis, 

but is showing signs of recovery, and exports are increasing. 
MusicaL INSTRUMENTS. 

The manufacture of musical instruments was, before the 
war, confined to those which did not require extensive 
plant, such as guitars and mandolines. During the war the 
industry developed notably, but it is doubtful whether it 
will be able to maintain its ground in the face of foreign 
competition. 





ROUMANIA. 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 
TRANSYLVANIA AND THE ROUMANIAN 
BANAT. 

(From HM. Consul.) 

CLUJ. 

Transylvanian merchants are gradually resuming their 
old connections and are drawing most of their requirements 
from Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, and Germany. In so doing 
they have naturally become more independent of the 
Bucharest and Galatz markets. This tendency has been 
fostered by the favourable exchange and comparatively 
better transport conditions in those countries. Goods still 
travel quicker from Vienna to Transylvania than from 
Galatz. The improved railway connections with Transyl- 
vania’s western neighbours and the gradual relaxation of 
passport and other restrictions have also worked in the 
same direction. Most of the travellers and manufacturers 
Who visit the Transylvanian and Banat markets come from 
the above-mentione: countries, and Czecho-Slovakia sent 
a samples train to Ciaj and Timisoara last autumn. 

Imports from abroad include the following articles :— 
Machinery, tools, implements, higher grade textiles, ready- 
made clothes, underwear, wearing apparel in general, boots 
and shoes, toilet articles, glass and china ware, paper, dyes, 
paints, varnishes, ironware, cutlery, rubber goods, belting, 
sporting requisites, colonial goods, etc., ete. 

At the beginning of 1921 local agents and merchants en- 
deavoured to obtain goods on consignment, but, on the 
whole, foreign firms seemed to be disinclined to do business 
on those lines, and, later on, this method had to be com- 
pletely abandoned, as the constant and rapid fluctuations 
in the value of the leu made all calculations impossible. 

AGRICULTURAL PRroGREss. 

According to data issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture concerning the areas sown in the autumn of 1921 in 
lransylvania, the Banat, Crishana, and Maramuresh, an 
area of 835,865 hectares was covered, or 117,127 hectares 
more than in 1920. The largest area was sown with winter 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, and rape seed following in order 
of importance. More wheat, barley, and oats were sown 
than in 1920, but less rve and rape seed. 

Field work in Transylvania has been proceeding with 
diligence, and if the area sown with winter wheat in 1921 
rt compared with the average for the period of 1910-1915, a

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TRANSYLVANIAN TIMBER INDUSTRY. 


The timber industry of Transylvania has probably never 
been in a more precarious situation than at the beginning 
ot the year 1921—this being mainly due to the deplorable 
transport conditions and to the difficulty of finding a 
market, while the home demand was also very small, and it 
was only due to its old reserves and to its good connections 
that the industry was able to avoid disaster. There was 
practically no demand, and prices fell by about 30 to 35 
per cent. in the course of the first five months, reaching 
their lowest leve! towards the end of May, when the aver- 
age price of Transylvanian sawn soft-wood was 450 lei per 
cubic metre at loading station, and it was only at the end 
of August that the demand commenced to grow. Then 
came the rapid fall in the value of the leu, and considerable 
quantities were exported (chiefly to the Levant) at rela- 
tively high prices. The export duty was reduced twice in 
the course of the year. It is now 19 lei per cubic metre for 
soft wood. The export of hardwood is prohibited and the 
home demand 1s small. 

Transport conditions have improved shghtly but there 
remains a great deal to be done in this direction. Several 
large firms helped by buying their own locomotives. it 1s 
estimated that there are about 40 to 45 thousand wagons 
of timber available for export in Transyivania. An article 
which appeared in the ‘‘ Siebenbuergisch Deutsches Tage- 
blatt ’’ at the beginning of January gives the following 
figures for the Mures Valiey alone :—

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BANKING ACTIVITIES AND PROGRESS. 

The leading Bucharest banks are displaying considerable 
activity in these provinces, not merely by opening 
branches in the principal centres, but more especially by 
helping to ‘‘ nationalise’’ the industries. Whenever an 
important industrial undertaking increases its capital by 
a new issue of shares these banks participate heavily with a 
view to bringing them under their ccentrol. They are also 
gradually drawing some of the smaller banks into thetr 
sphere of influence. 

The local banks of Transylvamia and the Banat (Rou- 
manian, Hungarian, and Saxon) have formed an associa- 
tion under the name of ‘‘ Solidaritatea,’’ which has set it- 
self the task of reintroducing the cheque and clearing 
system (‘‘ Giro und Clearing-Verkehr ’’). It further hopes 
to bring about a modification of the organisation and 
statutes of the National Bank to snit the requirements of 
the annexed territories. and to hasten the transfer from 
Hungary of all deposits which are still in that country 
belonging to Roumanians. 

The ‘‘ Solidaritatea ’’ seems also to have mooted the crea- 
tion of an independent issuing bank for Transylvania, but 
will apparently content itself, for the present, with the 
establishment of a goods and stock exchange in Cluj, which 
has now been definitely approved, the persistent demands of 
local financial and commercial circles being thereby 
satisfied. 

The Transylvanian market is wholly dependent on 
Bucharest for the quotation of foreign exchanges, even in 
the case of those currencies (Czecho-Slovak, Hungarian, 
aud Austrian) for which there is a very considerable demand 
at Cluj. Besides doing away with the shortcomings which 
exist, the creation of a Bourse in Transylvania will also 
have the advantage of making the Transylvanian publi 
better acquainted with the securities of the former King- 
dom of Roumania. 

Most of the Transylvanian Roumanian banks increased 
their capital in the course of the year. Their participation 
in industrial extensions and new undertakings was also 
active. They were not affected by the rapid fall in the 
value of the leu to the same extent as the Bucharest banks. 

The question of the Transylvanian branches and afhilia- 
tions of the Buda-Pest banks does not seem to be settled 
yet, although negotiations with Bucharest and foreign 
banks have been in progress for some time. [Since this 
was written the ‘‘ Erdelyi bank es takarekpenztar r.t.’’ 
(Banca Ardeleana si Casa de Economie s.a.) of Cluj has 
increased its capital from six to forty million lei with the 
assistance of the ‘‘ Banca de Credit Roman,’’ which is 
closely connected with the ‘‘ Banque de Paris et des Pays 
Bas,’ and has taken over all the Transylvanian branches 
and affiliations of the ‘‘ Pester Ungarische Commerzial

Bank.’’| They must either become wholly independent or 
combine with a Roumanian group, while the interests of 
the Hungarian capital involved have to be considered. 
Some of the affiliated institutions have already come under 
the control of Roumanian banks. The independent Hun- 
garian banks of Transylvania endeavour to protect their 
interests by taking prominent Roumanian personalities 
on their boards. 
Business CONNECTIONS WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

One can hardly speak of great activity in these provinces 
on the part of British commerce or finance. <A certain 
number of firms, especially in the Banat, had regular 
business connections in the United Kingdom befere the 
war, but British firms do not appear to be doing anything 
to resume those connections. It is true that, before the 
war, business was usually transacted through Vienna and 
Buda-Pest and that the present tendency is naturally to 
make use of Bucharest agents. Transylvanian merchants 
prefer, however, to establish direct commercial relations, 
and in view of the entirely different conditions prevailing 
it would seem that if British firms wish to gein a footing 
in Transylvania and the Banat they should, as a rule, 
appoint separate agents for these provinces. 

In conclusion, if British firms wish to establish business 
relations with Transylvania and the Banat they must show 
greater interest and display greater energy. At present 
the United Kingdom’s competitors are making the most of 
the advantages (favourable exchange, language, proximity, 
knowledge of the market) which they possess, quite undis- 
turbed by this country. The exchange alone makes it 
well nigh impossible for United Kingdom firms to de busi- 
ness with these provinces at present, but if British firms 
have any interest at all for this market they must begin 
now to prepare the ground for the day when conditions 
will become more favourable.

NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 
TEA PRODUCTION AND TRADE IN 1921. 


The Society of Tea Exporters (Thee-Expert-Bureau) of 
Batavia have issued a circular, forwarded by the British 
Commercial Agent at Batavia, which gives a comprehen- 
sive yeneral review of the conditions prevailing with regard 
to Netherland East Indian teas during 1921. 

The crop harvested during the year was considerably 
smaller than for many years past, owing chiefly to the finer 
plucking adopted on a large number of estates, but also 
in part to unfavourable climatic conditions and to the 
fact that rather more than twenty estates closed down. 
Business and shipping facilities having become nermal 
again, the export figures might have been accepted as re- 
presenting approximately the production were it not for 
the large excess of unshipped 1920 teas carried over, the 
amount of which can only be estimated, but was probably 
about 3.900,000 kilogs. On this basis the 1921 crops from 
Java and Sumatra, as compared with those of the two pre- 
vious years, would be as follows . —

FRANCE—ESTHONIA. 








COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT: SUMMARY. 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Com- 
mercial Agreement between France and Esthonia which was 
signed in Paris on 6th January last. The following is a 
summary of the more important clauses :-- 

Natural or manufactured products originating in and 
coming from France and the French Colonies and Posses- 
sions shall be admitted into Esthonia at the lowest rate 
which Esthonia accords, or may accord, to the products of 
any other Power. This applies not merely to import dues 
but to all surtaxes, coefficients, or additions thereto. The 
same benefit will be granted to certain foodstuffs and 
colonial produce, as well as tobacco, of whatever origin, for 
which France has created special markets, provided that 
they are imported into Esthonia by French or Esthonian 
firms which are established in France and registered in the 
French Commercial Register. Further, certain products 
set out in a Schedule to the Treaty originating in France 
and French Colonies, Possessions, and Protectorates will 
benefit by fixed percentages of reduction on the general 
Tariff. 

In return, certain goods, also set out in a Schedule to the 
Treaty, originating in and coming from Ksthonia shall be 
accorded the benefit of the minimum Tariff on their im- 
portation into France and the French Colonies and Posses- 
sions, while others will be accorded fixed percentages of 
reduction. 

Should any import prohibition be waived by either of the 
contracting parties in favour of a third Power the same 
concession shall at once be extended to identical or similar 
products coming from the territory of the other contract- 
ing party. Import prohibited goods coming from France 
or French Colonies and imported into Esthonia for ware- 
housing and eventual re-expert to neighbouring States 
shall not be subject to any restrictions or dues of import or 
export. (Exception is made in cases where precautions are 
taken from motives of public health and security). 

Products of one of the contracting parties imported into 
the territory of the other for warehousing and re-export 
to any destination whatsoever shall not be subject to any 
Customs duties except those levied to cover expenses of 
supervision and administration. 

Most favoured nation treatment shall be accorded when 
any privilege or decrease in duties, such as import, export, 
transit duties, etc., is granted to a third Power. In the 
case of consumption duties, national treatment is provided 
for. 

In order to reserve the benefits in question to the pro- 
ducts of their respective territories, the high contracting 
parties will require certificates of origin in respect of pro- 
ducts and merchandise imported into their territories. In 
the case of natural products it must be shown that they 
originated in the other country, and in the case of manu- 
factured products that half at least of the value is repre- 
sented by the value of materials originating in the other 
country, as well as the cost of the manufacturing process. 

Both parties concede to one another the right to grant 
special advantages to border States. 

Kach of the high contracting parties engages to take all 
necessary measures to safeguard the goods of the other 
from unfair competition, and to prevent the manufacture 
or sale of goods bearing false indications of origin and 
nature, or ‘‘ regional appellations.’”’ The safeguarding of 
industrial property and copyright rights is also provided 
for. 

Commercial travellers having identity cards shall be per- 
mitted to bring in samples or models free of import or 
export duties, on condition that they are re-exported witn- 
in a stated period. Commercial and insurance companies 
constituted in conformity with the laws of the one country 
may carry on business in the territory of the other. National 
treatment shall be accorded in the matter of taxation and 
taxes imposed only on the capital in the country where the 
tax is levied on the business carried on there. 

National treatment is provided for in shipping matters, 
except in the following cases :— 

1. Certain dues which either of the contracting parties 

applies, or may apply, to fishing. 

2. Facilities, reduction, or abolition of taxes, except those 

in the nature of Customs dues, which either of the

contracting parties may grant to its nationals in the 
way of bounty for shipbuilding. 

3. Facilities accorded to coasting and tug traffic. 

4. Traffic reserved to the national flag and fiags assimil- 

ated to it. 

All privileges and facilities accorded by one of the con- 
tracting parties to a third Power shall be at once extended 
to the other party. 

Within six months of the ratification of the Agreement, 
the high contracting parties engage to negotiate an 
Arrangement in regard to emigration. 

The Agreement provides that ratification shall be neces- 
sary and that it shall come into force eight days atter the 
approval of the Esthonian Parliament has been notified in 
Paris. It is concluded for ene vear from the date of its 
coming into force and may be renewed thereafter for three 
monthly periods.

THE WORLD'S TONNAGE. 











LLOYD'S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR MARCH QUARTER. 

According to Lloyd’s Register Shipbuilding Returns for 
the quarter ended 3lst March, the merchant tonnage 
returned as under construction in the United Kingdom at 
the end of March, 1922, amounts to 2,235,998 tons. This 
represents a reduction of about 404,000 tons as compared 
with the total at the end of the previous quarter; but 
under the present conditions even these reduced figures 
cannot be regarded as a true index of the activity of the 
shipbuilding industry in the near future. 

The total includes a considerable amount of tonnage 
(617,000 tons) on which work has been suspended for seme 
time, quite apart from any delay arising from the present 
dispute in the shipbuilding and engineering industries. 
Deducting this amount in order to enable a comparison to 
be made with figures for normal times, the tennage actually 
under construction in the United Kingdom now amounts 
to 1,619,000. The average tonnage under construction 
during the twelve months immediately preceding the war 
was 1,890,000 tons, 1.e., 271,000 tons more than the present 
figures. 

As compared with the figures for the quarter ended 31st 
December, 1921, there has been a ceonsiderabie reduction 
(viz., 133,000 tons) in the tonnage launched in the United 
Kingdom during the past quarter. 

REDUCTION IN TONNAGE COMMENCED. 

Although there was a slight increase recorded in the 
tonnage commenced during the quarter ended 31st 
December, 1921, this progress has not been maintained, 
and the figures for the quarter under review are practically 
the same as that for the quarter ended 30th September, 
1921, viz., 51,000 tons. 

The total merchant tonnage building abroad is 1,443,624 


tons, but this includes about 325,000 tons upon which work 
has been suspended, leaving about 1,118,000 tons actually 


under construction. The country where the largest amount 
of work is suspended is Italy, such tonnage amounting to 
more than half of the total tonnage included in the tables 
as under construction in that country. 

The tonnage building abroad is about 373,600 tons lower 
than the total building at the end of December, 1921. The 
decrease affects most countries, but specially the United 
States of America, in which country the tonnage now under 
construction is only 3} per cent. of the total building there 
in March, 1919. The figures for the leading countries 
abroad are:—Italy, 311,888 tons; France 286,255 tons; 
Holland 258,240 tons; United States 136,266 tons; and 
Japan 117,512 tons. 

TONNAGE LAUNCHED. 

A new table has been inserted in the Returns showing the 
number and tonnage of vessels launched in the world during 
the quarter under review. The total figures amount to 
23,246 tons, of which 334,352 tons were launched in the 
United Kingdom and 188,894 tons abroad. The tonnage 
commenced during the same period amounted to 118,228 
tons, of which 67,220 tons were commenced abroad.

total tonnage of 615,390 tons, under construction in the 
world for the carriage of oil in bulk. Of the total, 64 of 
416,654 tons are under construction in the United Kingdom, 
The tonnage of vessels now building which are to be fitted 
with internal combustion engines amounts to 293,523 tons. 

Of the total tonnage given as being under construction 1p 
the world—which total excludes vessels the construction of 
which has not actuaily been commenced and also aj] 
vessels of less than 100 tons—--2,396,073 tons are under the 
inspection of the Society’s surveyors, with a view to clagsi- 
fication in Lloyd’s Register Book.

AUSTRALIA, 
SALES OF GOLD IN JANUARY. 


According to a circular letter issued by the Gold Pro- 
ducers’ Association, Ltd., and forwarded by H.M. Senior 
Trade Commissioner in Australia, the sales of gold during 
January amounted to 133,085 oz. of standard gold, of which 
77 per cent. went to the United States, i8 per cent. to 
India, and 5 per cent. to Java. The estimated average net 
price realised was £4 8s. 8d. per oz. standard, which is 
approximately £4 16s. 9d. per oz. fine. With the further 
improvement in the New York-London exchange, the price 
of fine gold in London reached £4 17s. 4d. on 18th 
January, and the average quotation for the month was 
£4 17s. 5d. The price has since declined to £4 15s. per 
oz. fine. 

The whole of the unsold gold was disposed of by 31st 
January, and the accounts were closed at that date. The 
final distribution of premium will be made, and the state- 
ments of account for the half-year ended 3ist December, 
1921, will be issued to members as soon as practicable after 
completion of the audit. It is estimated that the distri- 
butable premium for the half-year will be in the vicinity 
of 16s. per oz. standard (equal to 17s. 5d. per oz. fine). 
From this the amount of the interim distribution made on 
10th December will be deducted. 











FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 
TIN EXPORTS IN MARCH QUARTER. 


An official cablegram from Kuala Lumpur states that 
2,839 tons of tin were exported from the Federated Malay 
States in the month of March as against 2,572 tons m 
February and 2,190 tons in the corresponding month last 
year.

PROTECTION OF BELGIAN INDUSTRY 
AGAINST ABNORMAL COMPETITION. 
The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ”’ for 13th April contains a Law 
of 8th April, effective from the date of publication, which 
ratifies the Royal Decree of 3rd November last, which estab- 
lished a special Customs regime in respect of certain goods 
originating in or coming from Germany (see pages 522-528 
of the issue of this ‘‘ Journal ’’ for 17th November last)-- 
and authorises the Belgian Government, should it be deemed 
necessary, to adopt the following measures : — 

(a) 'To intreduce into the system established by the Royal 
Decree of 3rd November for verifying the origin of 
imported goods. such modifications as are compatible 
with proper control ; 

(b) To modify or complete the Schedule of Customs duties 
annexed to the Rova! Decree in question as regards 
the classification of goods, the dutiable unit or the 
rates of duty. 

(c) To apply the regime established in respect of German 
goods, wholly or in part, to goods originating in or 
coming from those countries where economic condl- 
tions and exchange fluctuations are such as to 
threaten Belgian industry \ith abnormal competition. 

(d) 'To prolong the period of operation of any special 
Customs duties which may be established in virtue of 
the provisions of the present Law beyond the date 
prescribed by Article 3 of the Royal Decree of 3rd 
November [i.e., beyond Ist May, 1922] provided that 
such period shall net extend beyond 31st December 
next. 

(ec) In the case of goods subject to differential Customs 
duties and which are dutiable on an ad valorem basis, 
the value declared for the liquidation of such duties 
may not be less than the normal wholesale price ol 
similar goods on the Belgian market at the time of 
importation after making allowances for the amount 
of Customs duty payable.

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Berlin reports, by tele- 
graph, that the German Customs authorities have been 
instructed to permit, until further notice, the importation 
of wheat and rye flour without import licence. 





ITALY. 
IMPORTATION OF LINSEED OIL. 


The Note to No. 125 of the italian Customs Tariff pro- 
vides that raw linseed oil for industrial purposes, other 
than the preparation of foodstuffs, may be admitted into 
Italy at the reduced rate of 10 lire (gold) per 100 kilogs. on 
compliance with regulations laid down by the Ministry of 
Finance. Regulations on the subject were laid down by a 
Ministerial Decree of 30th July,-1921 (see p. 411 of the 
issue of this ‘‘ Journal ’’ for 20th October last), and these 
Regulations have now been amended by a further Minis- 
terial Decree, dated 24th November last. Under the 
revised regulations it is provided that raw linseed oil having

No alteration is made in the present rates of tax 
on cigarettes, snuff, and cigarette mouthpieces, but the tax 
on cigars is to be doubled, while smoking tobacco is _ to 
become subject to stamp tax for the first time.

FOODSTUEFES

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that the 
Council of Ministers passed a Law on 30th March by which 
the export from Poland of corn and grain products, cattle, 
pigs, meats, fats, butter, cheese, and eggs has been abso- 
lutely prohibited. The Regulations authorising the issue 
of export licences for 500 wagons of eggs for the period 
April to June (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ for 6th 
April, p. 386) are withdrawn, and no export licences will 
at present be granted other than those already issued (for 
the export of 100 wagons of eggs in April).

INCREASED IMPORT AND CONSUMPTION 
DUTIES ON SUGAR, ETC. 
fhe ‘* Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 8th April contains a Royal 
Decree, dated 7th April, which authorises the presenta- 
tion to the Spanish Cortes of a Bill to increase the import 
and consumption duties on sugar, glucose, etc. The Bill 
proposes to increase the import duty under the Second 
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Tariff from 60 to 85 pesetas per 100 kilogs. net, as regards 
the following articles : — 
Tarifi No. 


1375 Sugar. 
1376 Glucose. 
1377 ~=Liquid caramei and similar products. 


The increased duties are to be applied to goods which 
arrive at the Customs Houses on or after the day on which 
the Bill is presented to the Spanish Parliament, or which 
are lying in bonded or commercial warehouses, and are 
declared for consumption on or after that date. 

The Bill further provides that the consumption duty on 
sugar of Spanish manufacture is to be raised 45 pesetas per 
100 kilogs. net, and that on glucose to 22.50 pesetas per 100 
kilogs. net. 

If the Bill does not become law within ten months the 
difference between the new import and consumption duties 
and the old ones will be refunded. 

The Bill also modifies the drawbacks allowed on the expor- 
tation of certain sugared goods from Spain. 





TUNIS. 





EXPORT PROHIBITIONS AND DUTIES. 
The ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ’”’ for 25th March con- 
tains a Beylical Decree, dated 9th March, which fixes as

The ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ’”’? for 15th March con- 
tains a Decree, dated 7th March, which permits the exporta- 
tion of dephosphorisation slag (ex Tariff No. 220) from 
Tunis to any destination without special authorisation. 





IMPORT OF SUGAR. 

The ‘*‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ’’ for 25th March coiitains 
a Beylical Decree, dated 11th March, abrogating the 
Decrees of 23rd November, 1920, and 19th February, 1921, 
which imposed restrictions on the importation of sugar into 
Tunis. Sugar may now be imported into, and sold in, 
Tunis without restriction.

AUSTRIA. 








CUSTOMS TARIFF REVISION PROPOSAIS. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Vienna has forwarded 
reports on the proposed revision of the Austrian Customs 
Tariff (which is expected to be considered by the Austrian 
Parliament in April), from which the following information 
is taken :-—— 

HE.M. Comimercial Secretary states that, although a fresh 
classification of goods and a complete recasting of the 
Customs Tariff would be desirable in view of the completely 
altered circumstances of the new Austria, the Tariff under 
preparation is being based on the present Tariff, which is 
that of the former Austria-Hungary. The duties under 
the present Tariff used to be payable before the war in 
gold, but are now in fact payable in Austria in banknotes 
at 700 times the nominal rates, except in the case of 
specified ‘‘ luxury ”’ goods, the duties on which are paid at 
the full gold parity. The present duty on most goods 1s, 
therefore, about 50 per cent. of the equivalent of the pre- 
var rates. Under the proposed new Tariff all duties will be 
payable on a gold basis, i.e., when paid in banknotes they 
will be payable on the gold parity at the current rate ol 
exchange. In order, however, to prevent a great and 
sudden increase in the actual amount of duty payable, it 1s 
intended to compensate for the payment at the full gold 
parity by a considerable reduction in the rates of duty. 

The new Tariff is to contain two columns, the first column 
giving the higher or ‘“‘ autonomous ”’ Tariff rates, and the 
other the lower rates which it is proposed actually to 
apply, pending the conclusion of new commercial treaties. 

hese lower rates are described as ‘‘ applied rates 
(Anwendungssatze), and are intended to take the place 
of the “‘ conventional ”’ rates of the present Tariff, and like 
the latter, are to he applied for the present to goods of aly 
origin. The new ‘“ autonomous ”’ rates will be, in the main, 
about as high as the ‘ autonomous ”’ or ‘ general ”’ rates 
of the present Tariff, but the ‘‘ applied rates ’’ will, gener 
ally speaking, be between 50 per cent. and 75 per cent. 
of the present ‘‘ conventional ” rates expressed in gold, s° 
that the amounts actually to be paid in paper will work 
cut at some 590 per cent. more than at present. This 1s, ol 
course, only a general statement, and the paper duties on 
some goods will probably be increased by a much greater 
percentage, whilst in other cases the duties may even be 
lower than those at present in force.

It is proposed that the Government should have powel 
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éé 


to raise the ‘‘ applied rates’ to the level of the ‘“ auto- 
nomous ’’ rates, with the permission of the Parliamentary 
Committee, but it will not be possible to reduce the 
“applied ’’ rates without the passing of a Law. The 
object of these proposals is to enable the Government to 
raise the ‘‘ applied ’”’ rates when thought desirable in order 
to secure revenue or for purposes of protection or retalia- 
tion, but at the same time to have minimum rates as a basis 
for obtaining foreign credits on the security of the Customs 


revenue.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





TARIFF REVISION BILL REPORTED BY 
SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

The Bill for the revision of the United States Tariff, 
which was passed by the House of Representatives on 21st 
July last (see Supplement to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
for 4th August, 1921), and which has since been under 
examination by the Finance Committee of the Senate, has 
now been reported to the Senate by the Committee. 

According to telegraphic information which has been 
received from H.M. Ambassador at Washington, the rates 
of the Bill as reported are higher than those of the present 
Tariff, and more nearly approximate to those of the Tariff 
of 1909, although slightly higher on the average. The 
specific rates of the Committee’s Bill are generally higher 
than those of the ‘‘ House ”’ Bill, but the ad valorem rates 
are lower owing to the rejection by the Committee of the 
so-called ‘‘ American Valuation ’’ system for the assessment 
of ad valorem duties, and the substitution of foreign values 
as prescribed in the Emergency Tariff Act of 27th May, 1921. 

The Committee’s Bill proposes to confer on the President 
power to modify the Tariff rates in either direction within 
prescribed limits; to change the basis for the assessment of 
ad valorem duties on specified classes of goods from foreign 
to American value; and to impose additional duties on 
foreign countries which discriminate against American over- 
Seas trade. 

The “‘ Bargaining Tariff ’’ and ‘‘ Depreciated Currency ”’ 
clauses of the ‘‘ House ” Bill have been deleted from the 
Measure as reported to the Senate. 

H.M. Ambassador is forwarding the text of the Bill as 
reviewed by the Committee, and as soon as it is received in 
the Board of Trade further information with regard to the 
provisions of the Measure will be published.

A CLEARING HOUSE FOR INFORMATION. 


ASSISTANCE TO BRITISH TRADERS. 


Through the wide ramifications of its overseas intelligence 
service the Department of Overseas Trade receives a constant 
flow of valuable information from all important overseas 
markets, covering all commercial subjects of interest to British 
traders engaged in export trade. This information is collated 
and is sent to any British trader likely to be interested. 

Special enquiries are instituted in response to direct requests 
for information, if such information is not already in the posses- 
sion of the Department. 

As indicating the nature of the information which the Depart- 
ment is in a position to supply, mention may be made of the 
following :—Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender, and 
other openings for British trade; existing and probable future 
demand for specific lines of British goods; the extent and 
nature of competition and the best methods of meeting it; usual 
methods of business, terms of credit, payment, etc.; agency 
conditions ; Customs Regulations and Tariffs ; Regulations cover- 
ing Commercial Travellers, Certificates of Origin, etc. ; sources 
of supply, prices, etc., of trade products; Shipping and Trans- 
port, etc. The Department also supplies lists of names of likely 
- importers of British goods or of firms or individuals considered 
suitable to act as representatives or agents of British firms. 


CO-OPERATION WITH THE COMMERCIAL COMMUNITY. 

The aim of the Department is to co-operate as closely as 
possible with the commercial community in its efforts to rebuild 
and, where feasible, to increase its pre-war export trade. 
Officers of the Department, both from Overseas and from Head- 
quarters, visit periodically Chambers of Commerce in the indus- 
trial centres of the Kingdom, in order to keep in close touch 
with business men. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 

For a trader successfully to compete in foreign markets, it is 
necessary that he should know the goods which competitors are 
offering. The Department has, therefore, formed a very exten- 
sive collection, which is being constantly increased, of samples 
of foreign competitive goods and commercial products. Over 
70,000 such samples are now available for inspection by British 
traders at the Department’s Showrooms, 7 to 11, Old Bailey,

H.C. Advertising plays a large part in export as in home trade 
and the Department has collected over 16,000 foreign trade 
catalogues (including German and Austrian) which may also be 
inspected at the above address. The collection has beep 
efficiently indexed under both Articles of Manufacture and 
Names of Manufacturers. 


THE BRITISH TRADER ABROAD. 

Representatives of British firms, when travelling abroad, can 
obtain much valuable information from a man who is in close 
daily contact with the commercial life of the country concerned, 
British firms should, therefore, instruct their travelling repre- 
sentatives to call upon H.M. Commercial Diplomatic Officers in 
foreign countries, or H.M. Trade Commissioners in the coun- 
tries of the Empire, who will give them first-hand unbiassed 
information, and will do all in their power to assist them in 
their business. 

FAIRS AND EXHIBITIONS. 

The Department organises the annual British Industries Fair, 
at which British manufacturers and producers have the oppor- 
tunity of displaying their goods before the buyers of all 
nations. The Fair is held for a period of two weeks during 
February and March. 

The Department, in addition to organising exhibitions of 
foreign samples (see above), studies and initiates projects for 
commercial exhibitions of various kinds. 7

One of the most important services rendered by the Depart- 
ment is the supply of confidential information regarding trade 
openings and other matters likely to be of interest to manu- 
facturers and merchants.

The trader who has at his command a sure and prompt 
supply of information concerning possible developments in coun- 
tries abroad, or any other specific openings for British trade, 
is in an immeasurably more favourable position for securing 
business than he who depends for his information upon publica- 
tion of the news. The one receives a considerable start in the 
competitive race, while the other suffers a handicap which, in 
very many cases practically nullifies his chances of securing the 
business. 

Information of this kind is reaching the Department of 
Overseas Trade in increasing volume from its commercial repre- 
sentatives, who are now stationed in every important market 
abroad. British firms wishing to make sure of receiving infor- 
mation of interest to them should enrol themselves on the 
Special Register of the Department. 

Publicity is, of course, given in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ or in the Trade press to many of the reports received 
by the Department. A great mass of the information coming to 
the Department cannot, however, be so treated because of its 
confidential or semi-confidential character. When a report relates 
to a specific opening for trade or to some other matter upon 
which it is desirable that British firms should have advance 
information, it is sent by means of the Special Register Service 
to all those firms to which it is likely to be of interest. 

The Special Register comprises the names of British firms, 
manufacturing or dealing in British goods. These firms 
are grouped and classified according to both the nature of 
the goods and the markets in which they are interested, 
thus facilitating the despatch of relative information and 
avoiding as far as possible the receipt of particulars which 
are of no interest to them. At the same time it is thought 
desirable to send the firms too much rather than too little so as 
to ensure that they get all news which is of use to them. 

The fee for admission to the Special Register is £2 4s. 6d. per 
annum, and, in return for this subscription, the firms who have 
enrolled themselves not only get the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
every week, but they are assured of obtaining promptly, by 
means of the Special Register Series of confidential circulars, 
every report or item of news likely to concern them. Sometimes 
these reports contain advance information which subsequently 





becomes generally known. Frequently they contain information 
which it is desired to keep confidential, so that British firms may 
reap full benefit from it. 


VALUE OF INFORMATION RECEIVED. 

It is obviously impossible to measure in pounds, shillings and 
pence the value to British firms of the information thus received. 
In cases where business results, the actual value of the trans- 
action in question may be great or small, but there is ample 
evidence that long-lasting and profitable business connections 
frequently owe their inception to an initial transaction due to 
information received through this Service. 

Were it desirable to do so, a large number of cases could be 
cited in which useful and valuable business has resulted from 
action taken by British firms on information sent to them 
through the Special Register Service. 


QUALIFICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP. 

Any United Kingdom firm engaged in the export trade supply- 
ing goods solely or mainly of United Kingdom production 1s 
eligible for admission to the Special Register. 

The Register is not open to non-British traders. sa 

As stated above, the fee for admission to the Register, 1s 
£2 4s. 6d. per annum, which includes the annual subscription 
to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal.’’ :
